TO  DETERMINE  the  cause  of 
the  fighting,  which  had  begun

“OUR  investigation  has  al- 
ready disclosed,  contrary  to  per- 
sistent reports,  that  it  was  not 
triggered  by  any  racial  animos- 
ity on  the  part  of  the  players, 
but  was  a case  of  individual  con- 
troversy between  certain  play- 
ers. 

“We  are  both  determined  to 
do  our  best  to  see  that  nothing 
of  this  kind  occurs  again:  rath- 
er it  is  our  desire  to  promote 
wholesale  friendly  competition 
between  the  two  great  institu- 
tions.” 

SUNDAY  NIGHT  Pres.  Wil- 
kinson commented  on  the  bad 
sportsmanship  that  was  demon- 
strated throughout  the  game  and 
said  he  would  have  no  official 
statement  to  make  until  a thor- 
ough investigation  was  complet- 
ed.
